The honourable Robert 3 and the honourable John Miller, 
eſquires, two members of his Majeſty" s council, attended accor- 
dingly, and adminiſtered the utual oaths to the following mem— 
bers: Thomas Forbes, Stephen Haven, Alexander Begbie, John 
Mullryne '1 attnall, john Kerr, Charles Dames, John Kelſall, 
John Stiles, Joſeph Hunter, Ihomas North, John Cunningham, 
John O'Halloran, Samuel Mackey, Tiddeman Carr, '1homas Dar- 
rel, and Robert Rumer. 

The members of the council being withdrawn, the members of 
the general aſſembly who had been ſworn, took their ſeats accord- 


ingly. 


A meſlage from his excellency the governour, by the public ſee -

manity mult rejoice at ſeeing our ſlaves relieved from a ſpecies of 
labour, which has been injurious to many, and ſevere to them all; 
and that the cult: vation of cotton in theſe iſlands, will thus no 
longer be attended with any painful exertion whatever,

That it has been demonſtrated to your committee, that the ad- 
yantages to be derived to the cotton planter froar the uſe of this 
ingenious invention, are equivalent to the labour of at leaſt eight 
negroes; as it is certain that this machine, attended only by two 
men, will clean more cotton, and do it in a more effectual manner, 
| _ than whatwas uſually-accompliſhed by ten negroes with the com- 
mon foot-gin. 
That, eſtimating the quantity. to be ginned by a'taſkable ne- 
gro at 30 pounds of clean cotton per diem, with the common 
foot gin, and that ginned by Mr. Eve's machine at the medium 
rate of 300 pounds weight, and valuing the labour of 10 negroes 
at 4 ſhillings per diem, it will follow, that the coſt of ginning a 
crop of 1000 tons of cotton by the common foot gin, will amount 
to the ſum of 13, 3331. 48. while a crop of the ſame amount mæy 
be prepared for market by Mr. Eve s machine, at * ſmall expence 
of 2,666]. 128. 
That other advantages will alſo be obtained by the planter 
from the uſe of this machine, which, though they cannot be 
exactly aſcertained, are nevertheleſs of conſiderable importance. 
Among theſe may be reckoned, the diminution in the expence of 
- building cotton and gin houſes, the enabling him to avoid many 
riſks and inconveniencies, by ſending his crop ſo much ſooner to \ 
market than he could formerly do, and by directing his whole 
force and attention to his fields, at the ſeaſon when they are moſt 
wanted there. | 
That your committee conſider Mr. Eve” s invention as a matter 
of conſiderable moment, not only as it may be of immediate ad- 
vantage to che planter, but as it promiſes to be beneficial in other 
points of view, to the colony at large. It is the opinion of your 
committee, that no where elſe can the manufacture of theſe ma- 
chines be carried on ſo advantageouſly as in theſe iflands ; tor in 
no other country can Wood proper for the purpoſe be ſo eaſily ob- 
tained, if it can be-procured at all. And an obvious conſequence 
attending the eſtabliſhment of the manufactory here (it carried 
to the extent we have reaſon to expect) will be the attracting hi- 
ther a number of uſeful and induſtrious mechanics, and the af- 
fording a valuable article of export to the other colonies engaged 
in cotton planting. 
That it is unneceſſary for your committee to ſtate, that to reward 
the exertions of genius, when directed towards the diminution of 
ä labour, has long been a grand object of national confideration. The 
petirioner may perhaps regret, that his abilities have not been ex- 
erciſed in a country more equal to the taſk of encouraging his ta- 
lents, and rewarding his labours; but your committee truſt, that 
vrhen the importance of his invention ſhall bave been duly eſtima- 
ted, the legiſlature of theſe iſlands will not heſitate to grant him 
ſuch remuneration, and other advantages, as may be conſiſtent 
with the circumſtances and ability of the colony. 
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- "That to aſcertain with accuracy, the amount and extent, to 
which the legiſlature ought to go, has been the moſt. difficult parc 
of the duty impoſed upon your committee, by the order of the 
kouſe In forming an eſtimate on this head, two.queſtions have 
naturally occurred to their conſideration: 

- iſt, As.to*the importance and value of the invention: 

2d. As to the ability of the colony to grant a ſufficient remu- 
neration to Mr. Eve, or, more: properly, to- Pay him a ſufficient 
price for rhe diſcovery. | 

The firſt of theſe points has already. been afcertained in the out- 
ſet of this report, by: which it has been demonſtrated, that this 
invention: will be the: means cf ſaving to the planters of this co- 
lony, the ſum of 10,6661. 128. in the ſingle expence of preparing 
for the market, a crop of no mare than one thouſand tons, or 
two millions of pounds, of cotton; and if ſo much money may 
be' annually ſaved, thoſe very favings at once prove the ability 


of the colony, and. themſelves afford the means to. remunerate 


Mr. Eve. 

That your committee further ſubmit, that in chats opinion Mr. 
Eve is juſtiy entitled to the ſame liberal reward for the diſcovery 
of his invention, as if it ſtill remained a ſecret with himſelf ; be- 

cauſe his having made i it known, muſt have proceeded either from 

the neceſſity of his circumſtances, or from his confidence in the 
liberality of the Public: And it is impoſſible to admit an idea, that 
the legiſlature can cake advantage of the one, or fall ſhort of the 
other. 

That were; the clear profits ariſing from che uſe of the machine 
to be applied, for a certain term of years, as a conſideration to 
be offered the petitioner for the purchaſe of his invention, the 
colony could loſe nothing by ſuch a bargain, during that period; 
and would afterwards be a gainer to an immenſe amount. Bur 
Mr. Eve's expectations extend to nothing.of that magnitude He 
will be ſatisfied with ſuch a ſum, as may be ſufficient to extricate 
him from the embarraſlments, in which he has involved. himſelf, 
by his endeavours to bring his diſcovery to the perfection which 
at has attained ; and has mentioned the ſum of 4000]. which your 
committee conſider a very moderate price for the purchaſe of an 
invention, which in all moral certainty will be the means of ſa- 


ving this colony, at the very loweſt. calculation, the ſum of 


74,6661. 4s. in che courſe of the next ſeven years. 

But, as it might be inconvenient at once to levy. that ſum, 
your committee recommend, that an annuity of 8ꝗol. be granted 
the petitioner for the term of ſeven years, which will be equal to 
the principal and inter-ſt,of 4000l. They are moreover of opi- 
nion, that the beſt means of raiſing the money will be by a tax 
upon the gins themtelves; by which means, the petitioner will be 
rewarded at the coſt of thoſe who are the immediate and greateſt 
gainers by his invention: And your committee are of opinion, 
the planters will cheerfully pay the tax, when they percerve that
